THE route the Olympic flame will take 
as it winds its way through Harlow as 
part of the UK Torch Relay has now 
been confirmed. 

It will arrive at the start point outside 
Harlow Leisurezone at around 7.50am on 
Saturday, July 7. From there, the first of five 
torchbearers will carry it along Velizy 
Avenue. 

It will then be taken through Market Square 
via East Gate before passing the Star offices 
in West Gate and heading up Haydens Road. 

The flame then completes its circuit of the 
town centre on Third Avenue from where it 
will be taken in convoy to Waltham Abbey, 
the next stop on its 8,000 mile journey to the 
capital for the start of the Games on July 27. 

The torchbearers who will carry the flame 
through Harlow have also been named this 
week. They are Jack Booth (16) from 
Romford, Jeanne Stacey (44) from Harlow, 
Nacho Hernandez Mazo (31) from San 
Adrian in Spain, Neil Humber (41) from 
Sawbridgeworth and Tianbiao Ni (44) from 
Hangzhou, China. 

Residents will be given plenty of opportu¬ 
nities along the route to cheer the torchbearers

AN inspirational drama 
teacher has spoken of her 
astonishment after learning 
she had been chosen to carry 
the Olympic torch through 
the town. 

Jeanne Stacey (44), pictured 
left with Harlow Council's 
Olympic Champion Tony Hall, 
was nominated by a colleague 
at the Phoenix Theatre 
School, where she acts as 
vice-principal and senior 
drama tutor. 

The mum-of-two, who is the 
only Harlow resident of the 
five selected to take part in 
the relay on July 7, said she 
was "honoured" to be given 
the opportunity to represent 
her home town. 

"I couldn't believe it when I 
found out I'd been selected, I 
was absolutely speechless,” 


said Jeamme, of Churchgate 
Street. "It's such an 
incredible honour and the 
fact I'm going to be carrying 
the torch through Harlow 
where I've lived and worked 
for most of my life makes it 
extra special." 

A stalwart of the local arts 
scene, Jeanne began her 
studies at the Brenda Taylor 
School of Dance before going 
on to gain a degree in 
performing arts at Middlesex 
University. 

After starring in numerous 
productions at The Playhouse 
and Victoria Hall Theatre, she 
qualified as a drama teacher 
in 1991 and has since worked 
with GCSE and A-Level 
students, helping inspire 
scores of youngsters to 
pursue careers in the 



theatre. 

Now working mainly for 
Phoenix Theatre School, she 
continues to act as well as 
teach and is currently 
directing the group's touring 
production of Shakespeare's 
Measure For Measure. 

"When I look at some of the 
other torchbearers' amazing 
life stories I can't help but 
feel like I don't really deserve 
this honour," she added. 

"The fact that I've got this 
unbelievable opportunity 
through doing the job that I 
love is just amazing. It's 
incredibly humbling to even 
have been nominated in the 
first place, let alone selected. 
"I just hope I can do my 
students proud. After all, I 
wouldn't be in this position if 
it wasn't for them." 




It's party time 
as town gears 
up for jubilee 
; and Games 
celebrations 


RESIDENTS intending to hold 
their own events to celebrate 
the Queen's Diamond Jubilee 
and the London Olympics are 
being urged to make Harlow 
Council aware of their plans as 
soon as possible. 

The authority has published a 
new online guide providing 
information and advice on 
staging street parties and small- 
scale events, including details on 
how to apply for road closures. 
The council is also getting into 
the party spirit by giving away 60 
'party in the bag' kits containing 
Union Jack-themed items to 
decorate a street, community 
centre or garden. 

A prize draw will be held in May 
to allocate the bags. 

Joel Charles, the council's 
portfolio holder for community 
and citizenship, said: "The 
Diamond Jubilee and Olympic 
Games are both fantastic 
opportunities for Harlow to 
celebrate and they both fall in the 
year our town celebrates its 65th 
birthday. 

"We are aware that residents are 
starting to make plans to 
celebrate these occasions and my 
colleagues and I want to help by 
cutting red tape and paperwork to 
make it as simple as possible for 
residents to do so. 

"Harlow is known for its 
community spirit and enterprising 
people, and I look forward to 
hearing about the different ways 
that people plan to mark these 
historic occasions across the 
town."

“To be part of the Olympics performing 
alongside so many other people will be a once- 
in-a-lifetime experience. I can’t wait.” 

Although Emma has yet to be told anything 
about the two-and-a-half hour production which 
is expected to be watched by millions world¬ 
wide, she will have to attend 13 rehearsals 
before the big day on August 12.

PARENTS of children with 
autism are raking up support 
for their next fundraising 
venture. 

Members of Parents of Autistic 
Children Together (PACT) Harlow, who 
work with the local community to 
improve the future for people with the 
condition, are launching their successful 
seed campaign to raise awareness of the 
disability. 

For the second year running the group 
will be selling envelopes containing 
unusual organic vegetable seeds for a 
suggested donation of £1 to illustrate 
that being different is a good thing. 
Buyers will have a new and improved 
range of vegetables to choose from with 
yellow beetroot and pepper-shaped 
tomatoes added to the usual yellow, 
white and tiger-striped tomatoes, purple 
and red French beans and rainbow- 
coloured chard. 

As well as going into local schools to 
sell and help plant some of the seeds, 
volunteers will be selling the envelopes 
in the foyer of Sainsbury’s in Fifth 
Avenue next Saturday (March 31). 


“Growing fun, fresh and tasty food 
while raising the profile of autism is a 
great project,” said PACT spokesperson 
Rowen Saunders. 

“We are encouraging local children to 
grow the seeds both at home and at 
school as we feel that by bringing 
together children across the town to 
participate in such an excellent cause 
brings new strengths to the community.” 
All money raised from the campaign 


will be used to provide activities for 
local children with autism and their 
siblings, and put on awareness, 
education and group support events for 
parents. 

Rowen added: “We’d like to thank 
Sainsbury’s for their support and Pitney 
Bowes for their assistance with the 
promotional packaging for the seeds. 

“A special thanks must also go to Year 
Nine citizenship students from Burnt 


Mill Academy and Milwards Primary 
School pupils who have done a 
wonderful job packaging up the seeds, 
decorating boxes to sell them from and 
making posters.

comes from a stable 
home environment she 
is being forced to 
attend what is, in my 
opinion, the worst 
school in town? It’s 
absolutely ridiculous.” 
But a county council 
spokeswoman denied 
children at Henry 
Moore Primary had 
been “targeted”. 

“Essex County Council 
does not set the 
admission criteria for 
any of the secondary 
schools in Harlow; 
these are set by the 
individual schools,” she 
said. 

“All applications were 
considered by the 
schools against their 
criteria and places 
offered to those 
ranking highest, up to 
the admission numbers. 
“None of the non¬ 
faith schools use feeder 
school criteria so there 
is certainly no case of 
children from Henry 
Moore Primary School 
being specifically 
disadvantaged because 
they attend this school. 
“If a place could not be 
offered at one of the 
preferred schools, a 
place is offered at the 
nearest school to the 
home with a place 
available.” 

Jane Hadlow, 
headteacher at Mark 
Hall School, said: “We 
understand that it must 
be incredibly 
frustrating and 
disappointing for 
anyone who didn’t get 
their first or second 
choices and 
particularly for those 
who ended up with a 
school they didn't put 
down at all. 

“However, we want to 
assure parents they can 
have every confidence 
in us. 

“Though the outcome 
of last year’s Ofsted 
inspection was 
disappointing, we have 
seen some really big 
changes since, 
particularly through 
our partnership with 
one of the best schools 
in the country, King 
Edward VI Grammar. 
“Parents can be assured 
that the teachers here 
are outstanding and we 
are all committed to 
achieving excellence in 
every way.” 


Plaque honours 'godfather of broadband'

THE work of pioneering 
scientist Sir Charles Kao has 
been honoured with the 
unveiling of a plaque at Harlow 
College. 

Dubbed the 'godfather of 
broadband', the Nobel Prize 
winner is one of two scientists 
credited with the discovery of 
fibre optic communications 
while working at STL in London 
Road, Harlow, during the 
1980s. 

The plaque has been installed 
on the college campus in Velizy 
Avenue to reflect the links 
between industry and 
academia. 

It was unveiled by Chen Futao, 
minister for science and 
technology at the Chinese 
Embassy in London, during a 
ceremony on Monday. 

Although Alzheimer's 
prevented Sir Charles, right, 


right, from travelling from his 
home in Hong Kong, his wife 
Lady Kao said it was 
"wonderful" for her husband 
to be remembered in Harlow. 
"We feel very honoured that a 
plaque is being unveiled at 
Harlow College and think of 
our years in Harlow with 
nostalgia," she said. 

Principal Colin Hindmarch 
added: "It's an honour for the 
college to have this plaque on 
its campus. It 
celebrates the 
achievements 
of Sir Charles 
and his 
important 
work at STL in 
Harlow that has 
changed the 
world.” 



OAP devastated 
by battery theft

A PENSIONER was left virtu¬ 
ally housebound after the theft 
of the battery from her mobil¬ 
ity scooter for the second time 
in as many weeks. 

The callous crooks have targeted 
74-year-old Marion Hayes on no 
fewer than three separate occasions, 
with the latest incident occurring 
less than one week after her last 
battery was replaced. 

The batteries are popular with 
thieves because of their high lead 
content. 

Furious daughter Mandy Moore 
said her mum, who suffers from 
rheumatoid arthritis, is now at her 
wit’s end. 

“She is absolutely devastated,” 
Mandy told the Star. “She was 
shaking when she told me that the 
battery had been stolen again. 

“That scooter is her lifeline and 
yet less than a week after getting it 
back she is unable to use it and is 
stuck at home again.” 

All three thefts have occurred at 
night when the scooter is chained up 
outside her mother’s home in the 
Netteswell area of Harlow. Although 
the first theft happened over a year 
ago, Mandy believes the last two 
were carried out by the same people. 

“They must have been keeping an 
eye on the house to know so quickly 
that the scooter had been repaired,” 
she said. 

“Not only is mum left with the 
stress of having to fork out another 
hundred pounds until she is reim¬ 



bursed through insurance, she is 
also terrified at the thought of these 
awful people playing around on her 
front porch in the middle of the 
night. 

“Unfortunately, she hasn’t got a 
ramp or the space to be able to keep 
her scooter indoors, although we are 
trying to work something out as the 
situation is getting ridiculous.” 

Mandy said that her mother isn’t 
the only person to have their scooter 
battery stolen. “She knows of a few 
people that it has happened to now. 
We’ve been told there is lead in the 
battery and that’s why they are being 
targeted. 

“These people aren’t just taking a 


battery and causing a lot of distress, 
they’re also taking away vulnerable 
people’s independence. It is absol¬ 
utely disgusting.” 

A police spokesperson confirmed 
the force was investigating the inci¬ 
dent, adding: “To target a mobility 
scooter is an obvious attack on a 
more vulnerable member of society, 
making this crime particularly cal¬ 
lous. 

“For many people these scooters 
are a lifeline and we are appealing 
for anyone with information about 
these thefts to contact police.” 

Anyone with information regard¬ 
ing the latest theft should contact 
Harlow police on 101.

FOURTEEN residential tower blocks will have 
free communal television aerials installed by 
Harlow Council in preparation for the digital 
switchover. 

Brenthall Towers, Edmunds Tower, Hughs 
Tower, Joyners Field Towers, Netteswell Tower, 
Moor Tower, Nicholls Tower, Pennymead 
Tower, Spring Hills Tower, Stort Tower, The 
Lawn and Willowfield Tower will all be pro¬ 
vided with free digital TV connection points. 

As the Star reported last week, the authori¬ 
ty has set aside £650,000 to help mitigate the 
costs of upgrading viewing equipment for

some households still connected to the town’s 
piped TV network. 

Aside from tower blocks, aerials will also 
be installed at sheltered housing complexes 
where needed, while other “vulnerable” resi¬ 
dents will soon find out if they are eligible for 
financial assistance from the council. 

All viewers watching TV through the for¬ 
mer Master Antenna System will have until 
December to upgrade their equipment after 
the council negotiated a deal with Virgin 
Media to continue providing the free service 
after the digital switchover next month.

Thug jailed for GBH served

College investigates

AN internal investigation into 
suspected marking irregulari¬ 
ties is being carried out at 
Harlow College. 

According to a source at the 
Velizy Avenue campus, a review of 
Key Skills examination papers from 
the 2010-11 school year has been 
launched after concerns were raised 
they may have been tampered with. 

Depending on the results of the 
investigation, which the college has 
described as being in its “very early 
stages”, the qualifications, which 
include assessments in English, 
communication and numeracy 
skills, could be amended or revoked. 

However, deputy principal Nick 


Spenceley, who confirmed an inter¬ 
nal investigation was under way at 
the college, stressed it was 
“extremely unlikely” any students 
would have their qualifications 
withdrawn. 

“Probity is extremely important 
to the college; we are rigorous in our 
checking of students’ work,” he said. 

“Our quality control processes 
identified a small number of irregu¬ 
larities in the marking of a set of 
Key Skills papers, and we alerted 
the examination board. 

“We are in the very early stages of 
the investigation. However, it is 
extremely unlikely that any students 
will have their qualifications over¬ 
turned.” 


A spokesperson for the college 
declined to make any further com¬ 
ment but added that the results 
under scrutiny were not counted in 
the new league tables so would not 
affect the college’s current ranking. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon also 
declined to comment on the investi¬ 
gation, although he pledged his sup¬ 
port for the college. 

“I know and believe Harlow 
College to be an outstanding college 
with excellent staff and hard-work¬ 
ing students,” he said. 

“Recent results have shown it to 
be one of the best in England and I 
am proud that we have such a suc¬ 
cessful college in our community.” 


Flats evacuated for safety 
check after being hit by car 



SHOCKED residents were evacuated 
from their homes on Friday night after a 
car smashed into a block of flats in 
Harlow. 

The incident happened at around 
9.30pm when the driver of the silver 
Vauxhall lost control of the vehicle in a 
private car park in Newstead Way. 

Police attending the scene evacuated 
the entire block of six flats as a precau¬ 
tionary measure while structural engi¬ 


neers examined the damage. 

Most residents were able to return to 
their homes after the building was 
declared safe at around 11pm, although 
the occupants of the ground floor flat 
damaged in the collision will have to wait 
until repair work is carried out. 

No-one was injured in the incident. A 
police spokesman said officers were 
investigating the circumstances leading 
up to the crash. 


MP wins his 
fight to keep 
Big Ben free 

PLANS to introduce a £15 
charge for visiting Big Ben 
have been shelved following 
a campaign led by Harlow 
MP Robert Halfon. 

The House of Commons 
Commission suggested 
charging visitors to the 
London landmark from July, 
a move Mr Halfon described 
as “fundamentally wrong”. 
“It is so wrong to institute 
charges for people to come 
and see our heritage and, in 
essence, impose double 
taxation as we pay for 
Parliament anyway,” he said. 
He said he was worried the 
move would turn Parliament 
into “a theme park”. 

This week he told the Star: 
“This should be a people’s 
parliament, not a parliament 
for the rich. 

“I’m delighted at the 
decision and I am glad the 
commission has agreed that 
Big Ben is an essential part 
of our parliament.”

Tongue-in-cheek letter 
not intended to offend 


SIR, I have lived in Harlow since 1952 both 
as a tenant and a homeowner. I am 70 years 
old and disabled. 

For a long time I have written what I hoped 
were logical letters to councillors and local 
newspapers arguing the case for raising 
council income as an addition to simply 
cutting services and selling off assets. 
Reaction came there none. 

Recently I have been agitated by the current 
wave of changes which, in my view, are an 
attack on the valuable public facilities which 
have been enjoyed by the town since its early 
days. In frustration I decided to write a 
tongue-in-cheek letter (Star, February 23) 
which put the case for my views but set in 
the context of apparent support for the 
council. A great deal of thought went into its 
construction but I did not foresee the 
justifiable upset it has caused. 

It was a letter which could be read in two 
opposite ways. I was looking for those who 
think our council wonderful to support one 
view while those who are unhappy with our 
council would see the other meaning. Sadly, 
the only reaction I had to the second view 
was some very upset neighbours who are 
tenants and, no doubt, other similar folk 
around the town who felt that I had 
personally insulted them. 

I had not foreseen this reaction and sincerely 


regret any upset caused by trying to make 
my point so strongly. I look forward to 
making a public apology to all those folk 
who feel I have insulted them; it was my 
own lack of thought and I sincerely regret 
all ill-feeling. 

But I must balance this by saying that I am 
pleased that, despite their anger, many folk 
appear to have seen the point I was trying 
to make. Following publication I had an 
immediate response from a Conservative 
councillor who, in a long telephone call, 
told me how pleased he and his 
colleagues were by my letter which had 
shown such appreciation for their actions.

THE number of new businesses in 
Harlow is growing at a faster rate 
than anywhere else in the UK. 

A BBC-commissioned report com¬ 
piled by Experian shows the town expe¬ 
rienced the strongest business growth 
rate in Britain between July 2010 and 
February 2012. 

In that time the number of business¬ 
es grew from 3,782 to 4,260 - equiva¬ 
lent to an average yearly increase of 6.2 
per cent - while the number of new 
start-ups shot up by 23.5 per cent. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon said the 
figures proved the town was “open for 
business” and vindicated the Govern¬ 
ment’s decision to make Harlow one of 
its flagship Enterprise Zones.

“Our town has always been a place of 
aspiration and dynamism, but Harlow 
is now rapidly becoming a proper busi¬ 
ness hub, bringing jobs and growth 
back to the area. 

“The reasons that Harlow is open for 
business are clear. We’ve got a Tory-run 
council that has frozen council tax for 
three years and supports enterprise and 
a Conservative-led Government that 
has cut business taxes and chosen 
Harlow as an Enterprise Zone.” 


Harlow Council leader Andrew 
Johnson added: “There are two main 
reasons why small businesses thrive in 
Harlow.

Fighter jet boost for Raytheon 


A HARLOW-based defence firm 
will benefit from a new fighter jet 
programme which is set to create 
thousands of jobs across the UK 
aerospace industry. 

Raytheon, based at Pinnacles, is 
one of scores of British firms 
awarded contracts to supply com¬ 
ponents for the 3,000-strong fleet 
of F-35 jets which will be assem¬ 
bled in the United States before 
delivery in 2015. 

The design and manufacture of 


the fifth generation aircraft is 
expected to create and sustain 
some 25,000 jobs in the UK over 
the next 30 years and boost the 
UK’s gross domestic product by 
£28.7bn. 

The Joint Strike Fighter planes, 
which have been in development 
since the mid-90s, are expected to 
be used by the Ministry of Defence 
to replace Harrier and Tornado jets, 
with two of three test aircraft set to 
be handed over to the UK in June.

A budget for 
low-earners' 


BUDGET measures announced by 
Chancellor George Osborne yesterday 
(Wednesday) will help stimulate the 
economy and are good news for the hard¬ 
working and vulnerable, according to 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon. 

Mr Osborne handed the low-paid a tax break, 
but smokers and drivers are set to be hit in the 
pocket. 

He announced plans to raise the personal tax 
allowance to £9,205 by April 2013, meaning 
many workers will see up to £220 more in their 
annual pay-packets from next year. 

But he also increased duty on cigarettes by 37p 
a pack and ignored motorists’ calls for a cut in 
fuel duty to mitigate spiralling pump prices, 
which will rise by 3.02p a litre in August. 

The town’s 14,000 pensioners will receive an 
extra £5.30 a week in their state pensions from 
next month, but those paying income tax could 
find themselves worse off in real terms after Mr 
Osborne unveiled plans to freeze age-related 
allowances. 

Local businesses will benefit from an immedi¬ 
ate 2p reduction in corporation tax with another 
2p set to be shaved off in 2014, while the East of 
England region is set to receive around £16m for 
infrastructure improvements. 

“This is a budget for lower earners and hard¬ 
working people, for jobs, and for the most vul¬ 
nerable,” Mr Halfon told the Star. “Some 49,400 
people in Harlow will be able to keep £220 more 
a year of their wages through tax cuts. 

“Pensioners, the jobless, and the disabled will 
get increases of five per cent this year and Harlow 
businesses - the backbone of our town - will have

their taxes cut from 26p to 24p. 

“Contrary to what has been suggested, the 50p 
tax rate brought in almost no revenue, so the 
Government has put taxes on the rich in other 
areas.” 

But Labour’s prospective Parliamentary candi¬ 
date Suzy Stride said the spending plans benefit¬ 
ed the rich at the expense of the poor. 

“This budget shows the Tories haven’t changed 
at all; millions are being asked to pay more so 
millionaires can pay less. 

“It’s just not fair that a family in 
Harlow earning just £20,000 will 
lose £253 a year from this April. 

And it’s not fair that pensioners 
here who pay income tax will lose 
an average of £75 per year from 
next April.

DEATH is a lottery - literally - 
in this nail-biting survival 
thriller based on the first 
chapter of Suzanne Collins's 
post-apocalyptic trilogy. 

Set in a dystopian future where 
plucky teenagers compete in a 
gladiatorial death match, The 
Hunger Games was always 
going to struggle to meet the 
dizzying expectations of the 
book’s ardent fans. 

The same fate befell the first 
instalments of the Harry Potter 
and Twilight series - modern 
cinema’s technical wizardry 
simply cannot compete with the 
boundless invention of 
imagination. 

North America lies in ruins and 
in its place stands the deeply 
divided autocratic nation of 
Panem, comprising the wealthy 
Capitol and 12 surrounding, 
poorer districts controlled by 
President Snow (Donald 
Sutherland). 

Every year, one boy and one girl 
from each district are selected by 
lottery to take part in The 
Hunger Games, a televised 
contest designed by Seneca 
Crane (Wes Bentley). 
Sixteen-year-old Katniss 
Everdeen (Jennifer Lawrence) 
volunteers to take the place of 
her younger sister Primrose 
(Willow Shields), joining baker’s 
son Peeta Mellark (Josh 
Hutcherson) as the tributes from 
District 12. The teenagers are 
escorted to the Capitol by Effie 
Trinket (Elizabeth Banks) and 
alcohol-sodden mentor 
Haymitch Abernathy (Woody 
Harrelson), whose first advice is 
to “embrace the probability of 


your imminent death”. 

Katniss and Peeta are prepared 
for the tournament by stylist 
Cinna (Lenny Kravitz), while 
television coverage hosted by 
Caesar Flickerman (Stanley 
Tucci) creates an atmosphere of 
feverish excitement. 

Eventually, the pair from District 
12 must face their rivals 
including sadistic Cato 
(Alexander Ludwig) and 
weakling Rue (Amandla 
Stenberg). Only one can survive. 
The Hunger Games is 


suspenseful, exhilarating and 
genuinely moving, galvanised by 
strong performances and 
breathlessly orchestrated action 
sequences. 

Screenwriters Gary Ross, Collins 
and Billy Ray remain faithful to 
the source novel, including 
chilling scenes of adolescent 
protagonists slaying each other 
to survive and impress the 
viewing public. It’s no wonder 
UK censors recommended cuts 
and alterations to the intense 
scenes of carnage to achieve a 
12A certificate. 


Oscar nominee Lawrence 
beautifully captures the 
steeliness and despair of a 
resourceful daughter, who would 
die for the people she loves. 
Hutcherson is equally 
compelling. 

Gore is plentiful though never 
excessive, but parents of small 
children should exercise caution. 
Director Ross employs handheld 
cameras to sprint alongside 
competitors, giving a palpable 
sense of their disorientation and 
mounting dread as whooping 
rivals close in for the kill.

That is the 
undervaluing surveyor! 

When your property goes on the market, your 
agent s job is to secure the very highest price the 
market will pay. An experienced local estate 
agent should have a pretty accurate idea of what 
the market will pay (although beware those 
agents who suggest a very flattering figure to 
impress you to gain your property, which then 
might struggle to sell and go stale on the 
market!). 


Once that figure, or one close to it, has been 
achieved and a sale has been agreed, the buyer 
will invariably arrange for a formal valuation to 
support their mortgage application. However, 
these valuations are designed to be a safety net 
for the lender and valuers are increasingly 
aware of reducing risk both for their client (the 
bank), and themselves. They have traditionally 
been more concerned about the evidence of 
previous sales than they are about what the 
market will actually pay today and we are 
currently experiencing some surprisingly high 
figures being achieved. . 

So buyers and sellers alike, both of whom really 
do want to move, should be prepared for a 
slight downvaluation following the mortgage 
valuation inspection, but not let it deter them. 
Unless the valuation affects the ability to borrow 
enough, it does not always follow that the price 
itself is unrealistic and need not necessarily be 
renegotiated between buyer and seller.

T HE city car sector is getting 
tougher with every new launch 
and the established competitors 
have got to raise their game to 
compete. 

Renault’s Twingo has been updated 
for 2012 with new styling and masses 
of new, fashionable personalisation 
options. 

As part of Renault’s slimmed-down 
2012 range, the Twingo is yours in 
just the one trim and engine 
combination: Dynamique with a 
74bhp 1.2-litre petrol engine. Given 
that the Twingo is unashamedly 
biased towards nipping around town 
and looking good, the combination is 
right on the money. 

As standard you have alloy wheels, 
cruise control, speed limiter, a bundle 
of airbags, the excellent in-built 
sliding seats for more legroom or 
boot space, electric windows, air 
conditioning, a CD player stereo with 
Bluetooth connectivity and remote 
central locking. 

The real genius of the Twingo at the 
buying stage is that it’s very easy and 
very cost-effective to personalise. You 
can change the alloy wheel style, 
have them painted white, black or 
grey, have the mirror surrounds 
covered in chrome-effect plastic, add 
a boot spoiler, stripes or creative 
stylised graphics. 

None of these changes and upgrades 
costs a lot of money, so it’s easy to

get a completely individual Twingo 
without breaking the bank. There are 
four standard flat paint finishes 
including a very bright pale blue 
that’s a fantastic base for adding 
stripes or smart graphics. It might not 
be the first choice for those with a Y 
chromosome, mind you. 

There are also five metallic finishes, 
albeit including a rather iffy 
Cinnamon brown and a Fushia pink 
option. For less outgoing types there’s 
silver, white, cream, red, blue and 
black across the flat and metallic 
ranges. Plenty of choice for the 
discerning urbanite. 

The daring looks at the front will 
definitely divide opinion but I think it 
looks great. From the initial surprise 
it grew on me a lot. 


For extra convenience inside there’s 
the cost-option of full climate control 
and a Smoker Pack if needed. 
Electronic stability control is an extra 
as part of the Security Pack, which 
also includes traction and understeer 
control as well as rear side airbags. 
The standard upholstery is quite 
simple but stylish and appealing. The 
unconventional dashboard layout will 
inevitably split people in the same 
way as Marmite - the rev counter is 
alone behind the steering wheel while 
the speedometer is way off to the left. 
Despite the obvious lack of engine 
options, the 1.2-litre petrol is a very 
good choice for scratching around 
town. It works best on light 
accelerator pedal pressure, whatever 
you”re doing with it. There’s a sweet 


spot part-way into the throttle travel 
and once you find it, all becomes 
clear. 

The bottom line for the engine is that 
it’ more than enough for keeping 
pace with the traffic in town. IP's 
cheap to tax, too, costing £35 per 
year at the moment after the first 
year. It won’t get you into central 
London free though. 

The five-speed manual gearbox is on 
the stiff side for around town, but the 
test car was more or less brand new 
and it’ll probably lighten up over 
time. The same goes for the collar on 
the gear stick that needs to be pulled 
up to engage reverse. Again it’s very 
stiff but felt like it was loosening up 
by the end of the week-long test. 
Thanks to a low centre of gravity the 


Twingo stays surprisingly flat through 
corners, and despite the small wheels 
and short wheelbase it rides well, too. 
Cobbled roads pose no problem and 
even sunken manhole covers are 
absorbed really convincingly 
considering this is such a small car. 
One of the best ideas in small car 
design is the sliding rear seat, an idea 
the Twingo has benefitted from since 
its rebirth in 2007. To get the best 
from the rear seats they slide 
backwards and create huge legroom. 
On the other hand, one or both of the 
seats can be slid forward to create the 
kind of boot you’d only usually find 
in cars at least one class larger. If’s 
simple but brilliant. 

The one down-side to that rear seat 
arrangement is that the parcel shelf 
has to be attached to the tailgate only, 
so that it doesn’t interfere with the 
seats. That leaves gaps that can be 
seen through, so your luggage isn”t 
necessarily out of sight. Deadlocking 
is standard though, which adds 
security. 

There are plenty of good city cars out 
there and the Twingo is one of them. 
The way it uses its space is very 
clever and all the different 
personalisation options mean that 
buyers can build the model the way 
they want it. 

Cars like this are bought mainly with 
the heart and Renault has made it 
very easy to fall for the Twingo.

GOLD-medal winning 

Paralympian Noel Thatcher is 
backing Harlow’s Andrew 
Osagie to shine at this year’s 
Olympic Games in London. 

Long-distance runner Thatcher, 
believes the talented 800m star - who 
clinched a bronze medal at the World 
Indoor Athletics Championship in 
Turkey - has the talent and the charac¬ 
ter to follow in the footsteps of 
Olympic legends Seb Coe and Steve 
Ovett by winning a medal at 2012. 

Thatcher (46), who won his first gold 
medal at the Paralympics in New York 
back in 1984, was full of praise for Osagie. 

Both are members of Harlow Athletic 
Club. 

Thatcher, who has a town centre home 
in Harlow, said: “I have trained with 
Andy - or I usually just run behind 
him! It was always evident that he 
had this incredible talent. 

“He has the mindset and he has 
this humility which is a rare thing 
these days.” 

Thatcher, who is partially 
sighted, last competed at the 
Paralympics in Greece in 2004. 

He has represented Great 
Britain at six Games, from New 
York (1984) to Seoul (1988), 
Barcelona (1992) to Atlanta 
(1996) and Sydney (2000) to 
Athens. 

“If I cannot compete in London, 
at least I can watch him [Osagie],” 
said Thatcher. 

Thatcher, who was the first 
Paralympian to be inducted into the 
England Athletics’ Hall of Fame in 2009, 
hopes Osagie can overcome the problems 
he has had with injuries over the last cou¬ 
ple of years and secure a medal in London. 

“He has been unlucky with injuries. I 
have watched his talent from a young age. 
He has shown he has the ability. I don’t 
want to put pressure on him but he is good 
enough. Because of his injury he has not 
over-trained. 

“That home factor will be a huge advan¬ 
tage to our athletes. To be competing in 
your home nation, there will be a huge 


Thatcher added: “Andy knows he can run 
two seconds faster.” 

Osagie’s personal best is 1:45.36. 

Thatcher admits he would have loved to 
have competed in a Paralympics on his 
doorstep. 

“It would have been nice to have com¬ 
peted in London,” he said. 

But the long-distance runner has plenty 
of happy memories of his time competing 
on the global stage. 


Athlete 
driven on by 
IAAF bronze 

ANDREW Osagie believes gaining 
bronze will drive him on to take a 
silver medal or even a gold at his next 
major championship. 

The Harlow 800m runner made 
national headlines when he secured a 
bronze medal at the IAAF World 
Indoor Championships in Istanbul 11 
days ago. 

Osagie (24), said: “Bronze is one of 
the best medals to get for the first time 
because it gives you so much scope for 
improvement.” 

The Harlow Athletic Club member 
expects to represent Great Britain at 
the European Championships in 
Helsinki, Finland from June 27. 

From there, the countdown will begin 
to the London Olympics in August. 
Bearing in mind, Sebastian Coe was 28 
when he took the silver medal at the 
Los Angeles Olympics in 1984, Osagie 
must now realise he has a great chance 
of medalling at not only London 2012, 
but also Rio de Janiero in 2016. 

Osagie clocked an astonishing time of 
1.45.36 on the outdoor track at Crystal 
Palace last August, so there is scope 
for that record-breaking run which 
would give him the gold medal at the 
Olympics. 

“I’ve got so many things to do mentally 
and physically in training just to make 
those little increment improvements 
that are going to get me into finals and 
get me Olympic medals, which is what 
we’re aiming for,” he explained. 

“To get into the [World Indoor] final is 
a big step for me and to win a medal is 
almost unbelievable.” 

Osagie, whose career has been 
hindered by recurring injuries, posted a 
time more than three seconds shy of 
his personal best in Turkey, but now 
has an international bronze to go 
alongside his 2011 UK title. 

He was also fourth in the final of the 
European Indoor Championships that 
year so his progress is incontrovertible. 
His bronze was one of nine that 
contributed towards Team GB’s biggest 
ever World Indoors tally, an 
achievement he says has put the 
nation’s athletes in a buoyant frame of 
mind. 

“We've got a record medal haul. More 
than we’ve ever won before,” he said. 
“There’s such a positive mood and 
atmosphere in the group. We’re really 
focused on representing the country 
really well in the summer,” he told 
BBC Radio 5 Live. 


'I'll never forget Muamba horror' 


LIFELONG Spurs fan and Star 
News Editor Chris Moss says he 
will never forget watching 
medical staff fight to save Bolton 
Wanderers midfielder Fabrice 
Muamba’s life in front of him 
at White Hart Lane. 

The shocking collapse 
of the 23-year-old 
Premier League 
player during the FA 
Cup quarter-final 
tie between 
Tottenham Hotspur 
and Bolton and the 
heroic efforts of both 
clubs’ medical teams 
to get his heart started 
again made back and 
front page news across the 
world - as has his gradual 
recovery. 

For Chris, 28, who lives in 
Harlow and was in the West 
Stand for Saturday’s match, the 


sight of the prone midfielder 
being resuscitated on the pitch 
in front of him in the East Stand 
at Tottenham has left a painful 
memory. 

Bolton have since 
confirmed that 
Muamba was “in 
effect dead” for 78 
minutes following 
his collapse. 

Chris said: “It 
was truly 
shocking - one 
minute we were 
roaring Gareth 
Bale down the left 
wing and the next 
the entire stadium fell 
into stunned silence. 

“He just dropped like a stone 
and from the way the players 
and referee reacted it was 
obvious there was something 
seriously wrong. 


“Football and its petty rivalries 
suddenly didn’t matter any 
more - the atmosphere shifted 
completely and everyone in the 
ground was just focused on 
willing Muamba to pull through, 
with fans from both sides 
chanting his name as if the sheer 
weight of noise and emotion 
would somehow revive him. 

“I’ll never forget the sight of the 
Spurs doctor desperately 
pumping his chest - it was 
horrifying. 

“The medical teams from both 
clubs deserve a huge amount of 
credit, as does the cardiologist in 
the stands who ran on to the 
pitch to help. The speed of their 
response may well have saved his 
life.”

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Marksman Huckle gunning to try out Olympics' shooting venue

who gets that place,” said Huckle. 
The former Mark Hall School 
student hopes to compete in the 
10m air rifle, 50m three positions 
and 50m prone at the Olympics. 
“[In April] I will get to see the 
[Olympic] venue for the first time, 
have had a small tour but not used 
the venue [for shooting].” 

Having taken up the sport just six 
years ago Huckle has made huge 
progress, but desperately hopes he 
can make the Olympic team. 

“I started late, when I was 15. It 
will be a dream come true [to 
compete in London]. There’s a lot 
of hard work and preparation put ( 
in. I hope it all comes to fruition. 

It’s a once in a lifetime 
opportunity.” 

Huckle says because the Games 
are being held in his home 
nation, it means much more to 
represent Great Britain.
